over the outlook for (his country in connection with the Euro- 
pean'.war.' He does not rejoice in the war, but it has come anil 
is running its frightful course through no fault.of the United 
STules,'.to,which, in his opinion, it brings great commercial and 
iiicliislfial opportunities which should be improved to the ut- 
inost'.not only because of the immediate benefits thai will ac- 
crue,'but because the right course at this time will mean great 
and permanent good lo the country. 


This man, who is experienced in business and a keen ob- 


server, insists thai a great many things should be manufac- 
tured in the United States which have heretofore been im- 
ported, many of them largely from Germany. He mentions 
particularly dye stuffs and toys, which have come chiefly from 
that country, besides goods made in other countries,,which he 
is convinced can be made here to the great advantage of the 
country. Germany is the leading nation in the manufacture 
of dye stuffs, and when the war broke out there was a fear that 
certain branches of manufacturing here would be seriously in- 
terfered with because of the slackening or entire cessation of 
importations. 
II looks now as if the supply was not to be en- 


tirely cut oil", a large shipment having reached New York a 
few days ago, but the scare called attention sharply lo Hie sub- 
ject and sei business men lo thinking. This New Yorkers says 
lhal chemists assert (hat dye skill's could be made here practi- 
cally as well as anywhere in the world if those directly inter- 
ested would go about il, and consequently the interference 
with importations for a time is liable lo result in ultimate bene- 
fit to this country. 


And the same is (rue of olher articles. The Uniled Rlales 


has resources which should make it the most independent na- 
tion in the world, as'it already is, but in the view of this mer- 
cantile magnate and others whose eyes have been opened by 
the European outbreak (here is no reason why it should not do 
more of its manufacturing than it does now. 


This is.an optimistic view, but it seems lo be justified, and 


apparently now is the lime for a radical extension not only of 
the commerce of Hie United Slates, but of its.manufacturing 
also. And the American people may be trusted to recognize 
the opportunity and improve il. 
II is a way they have.
